According to Letters from Vienna, M. Heyl, who 
was Privy Counfellor and Secretary of the Cabinet to 
Duke Charles Leopold of Mecklemburg, continues in 
firong Hold there, while Matters are preparing for his 
Trial. It has already appeared by Papers found upon 


him, that he oppofed the Execution of the Em ‘s 
Orders, and that he encouraged the Duke his Matter 


to contradi€ét his Imperial Majefty’s Intentions; nor 
are there Proofs wanting that he defpifed the Letters 
which the Emperor fent to that Prince, and fpoke of 
them in the moft indecent Terms. When he was exa- 
mined as to thefe Articles, he made Anfwer, among 
ether Things, That all bis Crime was having afed 

with 
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avith too much Zeal for the Interefs of the Duke of Meck- 
bembug. “He is alfo accufed of having put 1¢ into that 
p oe 5 Head to go to France ; yet many Perions think 
that the Emperor will be fo favourable fo this Coun- 
fellor, as to mitigate the Punifhmegt dite to his Guilt. 
They write trom Bretagne, that there has been 2 
Riot at Nantes, upon this Occafion : There being an 
Order put up.at the Exchange, forbidding the Wager- 
men to come fffere, while the Merchants are affembled, 
the Watermen fouced their Way in, tore down the faid 
Order, and infulted the Merchants. For this feveral 
@fthe Rioters were apprehended, in order to have ex- 
emplary Punifhment; but the Populace oppofed it 
with Violerice, ahd refcued one of the Criminals ; arid 
it Was believed the Affair will be attended with yet 
worfe Confequences.—— ‘ This is the City where 
‘ that famous Edict was paffed in favour of the French 
* Proteftants, by Henry IV. in 1598, and afterwards 
¢ made irrevokable by Parliament, and ratified by 
* Lewis III. but ungratefully repealed by Lewis XIV. 
‘ in 1685, contrary to all his Oaths and Promifes, 
‘ and to the Obligations he owed to the Proteftants, 
‘ who fet the Crown on the Heads of his Predeceffors, 
‘and kept it on his own., The Tide which flows up 
the River Loire, two Leagues above the Town, brings 
confiderable Veffels up to its Harbour. 
_. Leteers from Berlin extol his Pruffian Majefty’s late 
‘Goodnefs to the Proteftants, of which they mention 
thefe particular Inftances ; his founding a Church for 
the new Colony of Bohemians at Frederickftadt ; his 
ranting Protection to the faid Colony; and his Order 


or diftributing 150,000 Rixdollars to the Proteftants of 


Prufia, and that Part of Lithuania which is annexed 
to it, for the Support of their Churches and Schools. 
They add, that the Ceremony of laying the firft Stone 
of the Bohemians Church was performed in the Prefence 
of Lieutenant-General de Glafnap, the Commandant 
at Berlin, and the Privy Counfellor Hezold, as Direc- 
‘tors of the new Bohemian Colony ; thata fine Infcrip- 


tion was put upon the Foundation-Stone, with feveral
